A MISNOMER. 

Every reader of our paper has probably seen a 
copy of the “Bible Students’ Monthly”, which is car- 
ried from door to door in every city, town, and ham- 
let, by paid agents several times a year. The paper 
does not at all reflect the views of Bible students. In 
fact, the ministers of all denominations, save one or 
two, repudiate what it stands for. It was the organ 
of the late Pastor Russell, of “miraculous wheat” and 
the “early, millenium” fame. Its fundamental teach- 
ing is that there is no Hell, and that the Second Com- 
ing of Christ is near at hand. It must have great 
financial backing, because millions of copies of the 
paper are distributed gratis. It is one of the many 
sheets in our country which seem to be published for 
a de-Christianizing purpose. The average pastor of a 
ehurch, either Catholic or Protestant,. would be 
amazed. if he could behold the mass of evidence point- 


ing to anti-Christian forces at work in our land. Our‘ 


good people, Catholic and Protestant, come in contact 
with only one or other of these publications, and have 
no idea how numerous they are. The real purpose of 
the editors is covered up while the deteriorating in- 
fluence of this or that copy is felt. Only those people 
who are regular readers of a paper such as ours can 
be kept-on their guard.

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FRENCH WAR ORPHANS. 


We have already referred to the big movement 
launched in our country to take care of French War 
Orphans. At first blush this would certainly appear 
to be a most charitable work, but an analysis of the 
concrete movement betrays that it is anything but 
that. The government of France will not permit any 
of its war orphans to be educated in religious institu- 
tions. They are to be educated solely in laical schools, 
‘where text-books will be used from which the very 
name of God and Christ have been sedulously elimi- 
nated. Our information is based on unquestionable 
authority. The latest authority from whom we have 
heard is the wife of the grandson of Lafayette, who 
was over here with the French Commission, a few 
months ago. 

We were greatly surprised, therefore, when we 
read in the “Modern Woodman” that the Order of 
Woodmen of America will interest itself as a body in 
educating French orphans. If the intention were to 
bring these orphans to America and adopt them as 
children to be yaised in the home, it would not be so 
bad. However, it is not the intention of the French 
government to sénd these orphans over here. There 
seems to be no good reason for educating them in in- 
stitutions even in France. For a long time the erv 
has been that there are too many one-child families in 
France. Hence, of all countries, the fathers and 
mothers of France would best be able to adopt a child. 
The natural way of raising a child is in the home, and 
orphan asylums, even when they are under religious 
management, must be regarded as only the next best 
way. Even poverty-stricken Belgium is unwilling to 
send her children over here ‘unless they have close 
relatives in this country. Henee, to adopt French 
orphan children means merely to assume the burden 
of support of a child in an institution (in France) from 
which religion will be debarred.

THE KNIGHTS AND LADIES OF THE BLESSED SACRAMENT. 

As many inquiries still come concerning the way of joining in the 
erusade for the honor of the Blessed Sacrament, which has been begun in 
The Queen’s Work under the name of The Knights and Ladies of the 
Blessed Sacrament, it will be wel! to add a few words of explanation. To 
begin with, there is no question of joining a society or confraternity, be- 
cause the K. L. B. 8. is not a society at all, but a crusade, an act of per- 
sonal consecration to special works in honor of our Eucharistic Lord. To 
join in this crusade only two things are required—to make a personal 
resolve to perform the good works suggested, and secondly, to send in 
one’s name and address to the Editor of The Queen’s Work for the Roll of 
Honor. The good works suggested are to go to Holy Communion oneself 
at least once a week, visit the Blessed Sacrament from time to time, at- 
tend Benediction and Forty Hours’ Devotion, and to offer an intention, 
though not an exclusive one, in one’s -weekly ¢ommunion, for all those 
who have sent in their names for the Roll of Honor, and to try to cet others 
to make the same resolution and send their names for the Roll of Hénor. 
The reason for sending in one’s name for the Roll of Honor is so as to 
share in the benefit of this mutual intention that all the erusaders offer 
weekly for one another, and the mere fact of making the resolve and send- 
ing in one’s name is sufficient, so that nothing else whatever is required. 
However, to help in the spread of the crusade, leaflets may be had which 
give the good works required for the Crusade and contain a pledge to be 
signed by those who engage in it. Those who wish these leafiets may 
obtain them by writing to the above address and enclosing stamps for a 
reply. It is well to emphasize the extreme simplicity of this plan because 
some readers wish to know whether it is not necessary to send in one’s 
own leaflet signed, whether it is necessary to receive back again the 
notification that one has been put on the Roll of Honor, whether it is re- 
quired to wear the badge. None of these things are necessary. One need 
only make the personal resolve to do the good works recommended, and 
send his name for the Roll of Honor. As to the badwe it is meant to be 
an outward sign of the crusade, and a reminder, and sometimes it affords 
an excellent opening to introduce the subject and secure another reeruit 
for the crusade. In schools, especially, it helps greatly to keep up in- 
terest and enthusiasm. Samples, prices, etc.. may be had from The 
Queen’s Work. A very important part of the crusade is the resolve to 


induce others to join in the work. By their perseverance and success in 
this our crusaders may test their fervor.
